For Abrogation Of 


Coastal 


Regulations 


Winnipeg.—Immediate abrogation of 
the coasting laws is urged by the Sas- 
katchewan Grain Growers’ Associa- 
tion as a result of the increased rate 
of eight cents with shippers are de 


manding on wheat from Fort Wil- 
liam to Georgian Bay ports. 

A.J. MacPhail, Central Secttary 
of the Association, speaking for the 


executive at a meeting in Winnipeg, 
stated that the following message had 
been wired to Hon. J. A, Robb, Minis- 
ter of Trade and Commerce: 

“Under today’s date, Winnipeg 
papers report shippers demanding 
eight cents per bushel on wheat, Fort 
William to Georgian Bay ports, as 
compared with 2% cents a year ago, 

‘ Quotations today, Fort William to Buf. 
falo, five cents. This is an intoler- 
able situation, and we believe fully 
justifies immediate abrogation of the 
coasting laws.” 

At the present time American ves- 
sels are not allowed to carry grain be- 
tween Canadian ports, but if the 
coastal regulations were sispended 
they would have the privilege, thus 
permitting of competition for Cana- 
dian shipping interests. 

Fort William.—The blockadg of the 
lower lake ports with grain ctbated a 
situation here which is unique for this 
time of the year. This port has been 
filled, which rendered it necessary for 
grain to be loaded on cars here and 
sent all rail to Montreal instead of be- 
ing shipped by water eithtr direct to 
Montreal’ or through Georgian Bay 
ports. The Canadian National Rail- 
ways have contracted for the ship- 
ment of 200,000 bushels of wheat all 
rail, which is now being loaded.

“Use Of Pure Seed By 


Farmers Of The West 


The Canadian Seed Growers’ Asso- 
ciation constitutes an organization of 
experienced seed growers, many, if 
not most, of whom devote thelr prin- 
cipal efforts toward the multiplying 
and maintaining in their purity and 
productiveness the “Elite” stock sceds 
that are produced by expert plant 
breeders who are for the most part 
employed in connection with Govern- 
ment Experiment Stations, both Fed- 
eral and Provincial. Seed growers 
who are operating under the direction 
of the association ‘have come to be re- 
garded as the important connecting 
link between the plant breeder and 
farmers in general. Without the ser- 
vice of our growers of registered secd, 
it is reasonable to conclude that much 
of the excellent results derived from 
the work of plant breeders would be- 
come dissipated and, in consequence, 
farmers in general would not receive 
the full benefit from their work. 

Heretofore, local demand for regis- 
tered seed absorbed a iarge proportion 
of the total quantity produced within 
the district where it was grown. The 
secretary, by means of an annual cata- 
logue and replies to inquiries, has 
been able to supply a marketing in- 
telligence service which in most years 
enables seed growers to distribute 
their registered and other good seed. 
The recent enlargement of the plan 
for ‘registration has made it practlc- 
able to develop seed production cen- 
tres with quite extensive acreage of 
seed crop under superior conditions of 
soil and cultural practices that are 
particularly favorable to the kind of 
crop. Thus the total production of 
Registered seed and cf Extra No. 1 
seed grown from registered seed, has 
been, and is being, increased in geo- 
metric ratio as compared with ten 
years ago. It is important that effec- 
tive measures be adopted to ensure 
the efficient distribution and the gen- 
eral use of all the best quality of seed 
produced by our growers, and in addi- 
tion that any surplus remaining in 
favorable years of production be made 
available for export. Our best quali- 
ties of northern grown seeds have 
come to be highly regarded in many 
of the States to the south. 

' Unfortunately, because of the want 
of proper organization, the distribu- 
tion of Registered seed, and of Extra 
No. 1 grade of seed which is grown 
from registered seed, has not been 
fully satisfactory. It was this fact 
that to the passing of a resolution at 
the present annual meeting of the 
Canadian Seed Growers’ Association, 
recommending the formation of organ- 
izations for assembling, cleaning, stor- 
ing, financing and marketing of su- 
perior quality seeds of all kinds of our 
staple crops; and that, pending the 
organization of a Canadian Seed Grow- 
ers’ Co-operative Association, the Seed 
Purchasing Commission be given au- 
thority to provide a service for selling 
the surplus of such seed. 

The constitution and charter of the 
Canadian Seed Growers’ Association 
do not provide the authority neces- 
sary to enable it to enter into the fleld 
of merchandising on behalf of its 
members. Being supported in part 
by the Government, it would be quite 
improper for that association to en- 
ter into competition with private com- 
panies engaged in the seed business. 
The Government now has one fairly 
well established and experienced or- 
ganization for the merchandising of 
seed grain, the Seed Purchasing Contr 
mission, and inasmuch as trading ts 
not generally regarded as a proper 
function of a Government, it is to be 
expected that as soon as co-operative 
endeavors in the assembling and dis- 
tribution of good seed have become 
sufficiently well developed to meet the 
very real needs of agriculture, partl- 
cularly in the prairie provinces, the 
operations of the Seed Purchasing 
Commission may thereafter be discon 
tinued as a Governmental institution,

The Provincial Government of British 
Columbia have more recently develop- 
ed and are in process of guiding the 
development of an assembling, clean- 
ing and distributing plant at Pentic- 
ton, B.C. Vhe farmers’ co-operative 
organization of the province of Prince 
Edward Island have an efficient seed 
warehouse and cleaning plant at Ken- 
sington, P.EA. =6The grain growers of 
Saskatchewan have had under consid- 
eration for several years the setting 
apart and equipment of two or more 
of their elevators for the assembling, 
cleaning and distribution of Register 
ed and Extra No. 1 seed grain. The 
latest very satisfactory information is 
that the Mipister of Agriculture for 
the province of Alberta has indicated 
that for that province he will provide 
on the sasis of service at cost, well

the early future thore will be need for 
similar efficient plants for the assem- 
bling, cleaning and distribution of 
Registered and Extra No. 1 seed at 
Winnipeg, Port Arthur and Toronto. 
Their advantage to the seed growers 
and their pronounced benefits to far- 
mers in general have been, and will 
continue to be, so obvious, that we 
may be reasonably sure of their early 
development at all centres where they 
are really needed and without the 
Canadian seed growers doing more 
than demonstrating their usefulness 
and the sound economy of thelr de- 
velopment and operation on the basis 
of service at cost. These special 
seed cleaning and distribution ware- 
houses ought not to become a publife 
charge, and assuredly will not become 
a public charge unless, as frequently 
happens their development gains a 
momentum in excess of requirements, 
with the result of havihg warehouses 
where they ought not to be estab- 
lished.

The research department of the Air 
Ministry are experimenting with a de- 
vice by which mail bags can be col- 
lected from the ground by an aero- 
plane travelling at full speed. 

It is hoped that, before long, aero- 
planes will be able to pick up the 
malls at intermediate stations, instead 
of All letters having to be sent to 
Croydon as at present. 

Collection 1s made by means of a 
cable lowered from the aeroplane 
as it nears the mall station. Attach- 
ed to the cable is a device which 
hooks the mail bags. They are then 
hauled up to the aeroplane which does 
not need to reduce speed. Tins of 
petrol can be picked up in a similar 
fashion. 

It may be possible, when the de- 
vice is perfected, for aeroplanes to 
collect mails from the roofs of post 
offices, 

Tho research department at- 
taches considerable importance’ fo 
the tests, which were carried out 
with great secrecy and attended 
with success, It is undersfood that 
more extensive experiments are to 
be carried out. Ordinary aeroplanes 
are used, and the work could be 
done just as easily with air liners,

Mintng Carried on at Isle Royale 1,000 
Years Ago 

Further details concerning the un- 
covering at Isle Royale of what are 
believed to be remains of homes 
used by miners of the stone age, were 
given by William P. Ferguson, of 
Franklyn, Pa. who was in Port 
Arthur while on his way home after 
his summer’s activities. 

“Isle Royale is definitely placed as 
a stone age mining district,” he sald. 
“Mining was in progress there at 
least 1,000, years ago; how much long- 
er, we dont’ know, but we found pines 
six feet in diameter growing on the 
ancient rock dumps. I have long be- 
lieved that there were villages or 
towns in that vicinity, and I have been 
hunting for three years for remains 
of one. This summer we found an 
area covering at least half a mile in 
width and two miles long, over the 
whole of which we found remains of 
human habitations. These were 
largely pits, which had been dug for 
homes. They ranged from eight to 
ten feet deep, and were protected by 
carefully built stone walls, which kept 
them free from water. Some of 
these walls had been pushed and 
heaved by the forests of passing 
years. Apparently they had been 
covered by wooden roofs. Some of 
them were 20 by 40 feet in diameter, 
these evidently being communal dwell- 
ings We found one 60 by 80 feet 
that had evidently been a fort. 

“These pits had been orlented, the 
sides running squarely east and west 
and north and south, the long sides 
being straight north and south, indi- 
cating that the people who built them 
perceived the relation of the stars and 
the sun to direction. 

“These people mined in solid rock 
the whole island over, but did not 
dig their shafts more than about 20 
or perhaps 30 feet deep. Their tools 
were black egg-shaped stones of 
great hardness, which are found on 
the shores of Black Bay, on the 
north shore of Lake Superior, but 
not on Isle Royale. .

A Visitor From London 


New Governor of South Australia 


Appointment of Sir George Bridges 
Recalls Memorable Incident of 
War * 

Major-General Sir George Moles- 
worth Bridges Has been appointed 
Governor of South Australia, succeed- 
ing Lieutenant-Colonel Sir William 
Weigell. The latter resigned the 
position because he said he could not 
live on his salary and had not sufli- 
cient private means to afford the lux- 
ury of maintaining such a position. 5 

His successor, Sir George, is known 
in the British army as the “Toy 
Drum Hero!” That term has not 
been applied to him in derision, but 
in recognition of a memorable incl- 
dent of the war in which he display- 
ed great gallantry. 

After the action at Le Cateau, in 
1914, the British army started on its 
great fighting retreat, and men were 
dropping out from sheer exhaustion. 
Major Bridges, as he then was, went 
back to St. Quentin to round up 250 
stragglers. - 

He found them in a state of col- 
lapse. At a little village shop he 
bought a toy drum, and falling the 
men into line with the toy drum and 
a penny whistle to serve as a band, 
he marched them off, laughing in 
spite of their weariness. They kept 
on marching for 28 miles. 

Sir George was the military mem- 
ber of the Balfour mission to the 
United States {in 1917, and head of 
the British War Mission to the 
United States in the succeeding 
year.

Taking a Broad View of the Privilege 
Enjoyed Under the British 
Constitution 
Those who follow such cases ip the 
newspaper reports must have noted 
with concern the growimg frequency of 
police prosecutions for wild and furt- 
ous language. A man was charged 
recently at the Birmingham police 
court under a statute of Edward the 
Third, as a disturber of the peace, in 
consequence of his comments on the 
action of the judge who refused to al- 
low Sir Henry Wilson’s murderers to 
make a statement. When the stipen- 
diary magistrate pointed out that It 
was legitimate to comment on that ac- 
tion, the prosecuting counsel agreed,

Writing in the London Times, of 
which he is managing director, after 
a@ return visit to his native country, 
Sir Campbell Stuart has most interest 
ing comments to make on Canadian 
affairs at the present day. 

In returning to Canada this last 
simmer I had a fixed intention to 
revisit the great Prairie Provinces and 
see for myself the new Canada that 
had developed there since I was a boy 
Ill-health prevented the realization of 
that wish and I had to content myself 
with remaining in my native Province 
of Quebec. I do not want it to be 
thought that I grumbled at having to 
stay there, for I wonder if anywhere 
in the world the traveller can find 
such peace and contentment as in the 
back country of French Canada 
Labor difficulties are practicaly un 
known, and the simple, picturesque, 
healthy life of the French-Canadian 
habitant always proved to me that 
they had learned the secret of happi 
ness. They seem to have learned 
also the secret of prosperity. The 
Province of Quebec had a surplus this 
year of about £600,000, a surplus 
which, according to M. Taschereau, 
the Provincial Premier, is equal to the 
surplus of all the other provinces for 
the last five years. 

It was a very different Canada 
the one I had known. I found the 
young men were more interested in 
public affairs than before the war. I 
found the consciousness of nation 
hood more apparent. I found a 
greater realization of the fact that 
she needs all her brains, be they in 
the east or in the west, English or 
French, to guide her destinies at this 
critical hour in his history. I found 
a real desire to remain a nation in the 
British League of Nations, but at the 
same time a very proper wish to look 
after her own affairs. The important 
international question which interests 
Canada today is the appointment of a 
Canadian minister to Washington. The 
order-in-council provided that in the 
absence of the British Ambassador 
he should .be in charge of the Em 
bassy. In my opinion the Minister 
will have enough work to do to look 
after the affairs of Canada, to whom 
he is responsible without embrolling 
her in world quarrels. Could not the 
British Counsellor of Embassy become 
Charge d’Affaires in the ordinary 
way? That Canada did want a Min 
ister there I have no doubt. Canada’s 
interests at Washington are enormous 
and the man who {is charged with 
them should understand in every de 
tail the feelings and the wish of the 
Canadian people. 

What Canada needs more than any 
thing else 1s population. She needs 
a strong immigration policy, together 
with the widest possible advertise 
ment of what she has to offer Her 
empty spaces are calling for settlers

Wild Rice Used By Indians of North 
America 

Mah-Noh-Min, the wild rice of the 
north, the Indian’s grain for winter 
consumption, is gathered today as it 
was in the days of Hiawatha and 
Minnehaha. Canoes are piloted 
through miles of rice beds. The rice 
is either snipped off on the stem or 
pulled from the water. Taken into 


the canoe, dt is dislodged from the 
stem by beating with a paddle. ‘The 
hulling is done by heating the rice 


in its shell, and while it is yet hot it 
is treaded by moccasined feet, 

Wild rice is a tel aquati perennial 
grass of North America and of Asia. 
Itsjgrain or seed has been used by the 
Indians for food since time out of 
memory.

Lord Strathclyde Voluntarily Relin- 
quishes Assure@ Income of 3,750 
Pounds 
Lord Strathclyde has astonished the 
oMetal world by voluntarily relinquish- 
ing the pension of £3,760 a tyear that 
was granted him seven years ago 
when he retired from the office of 
Lord Advocate for Scotland, where he 

was getting £5,000 acyear. \ 

He is 69 years old and declares his 
reason for giving up the pension is 
that he {fs unable, owing to weak 
health, to take part in the judicial 
work of the House of Lords. That 
has only increased the surprise his 
action has occasioned. Such an ex- 
hibition of public spirit is rare in- 
deed. 

Bhe British Government makes 
generous provision for the future 
welfare of its best-pald office-holders 
when they join the ranks of those 
who have retired. The speaker of 
{he House of Commons has a salary 
of £5,000 a year; he may retire 
whenever he-wants to and enjoy a 
life pension of £4,000 a year. The 
Lord Chancellor, who fills a role in 
the House of Lords analagous to the 
speaker of the House of Commons, 
receives a salary of £10,000 a year 
and retired pay of £5,000.

New Invention Will Make Robbery a 
Difficult Matter 


The” robbing of motor cars has 
gréatly increased of late. Sometimes 
the whole car is taken, and sometimes 
a rug, bag, or some other object dn 
the car, is removed while it stands 
waiting. 

These thefts have been particularly 
difficult to detect, but a new tnvention 
which has just been perfected and ap- 
proved by the police authorities will 
make it difficult for the robber to es- 
cape. 

An automatic detective is attached 
to the car—it may be placed in any 
part—and when it ts set the slightest 
shaking or movement of the car will 
start a loud, long-range, electric hoot- 
er. 

The authorities In places where the 
automatic detective is at work have 
agreed to give instruction that any 
motor car sounding this note will be 
stopped. 

When the owner, after making a 
call, returns to his car he touches a 
switch which renders the detective in- 
operative and quite unaffected by 
any movement. But when he leaves 
his care he turns on the switch by 
means of a kind of Yale key, which 
he takes away with him.
